A Word Fitly Spoken

E HAD just placed a FOR SALE sign 
in our front yard when a friend and 
neighbor said, “My, but you picked 


a bad time to put your house up for sale. Right 
around the block from you there are two houses 
that have been for sale for months. Houses here 
do not seem to be moving at all.” 

A girl in a gathering of young people men- 
tioned having a small knot on her wrist. Another 
young person turned to look at the place and said 
with a knowing air, “That looks just like some- 
thing a friend of mine had. She had to have it 
operated on and an infection set in. They almost 
had to amputate her arm.” 

A man who, some years ago, went to school 
with my husband came to dinner at our home one 
evening, and the first thing he said was, “Well, 
we are getting old. I guess we have passed our ) 
best years. My hair is thinning; the old eyes don’t | 
see so good, and I suppose, if I had to make a 
change in jobs, I’d find that there would be noth- 
ing for an old man.” 

Do remarks like these sound familiar? Do they 
remind you of things you have heard or said? 
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In the first instance, concerning the house— 
which was sold all in good time and to the satis- 
faction of everyone concerned—the thought 
planted by the negative remark did not make us 
happier or more relaxed about the whole transac- 
tion. In the second instance, the young woman 
found that very soon the small place on her wrist 
had vanished and the wrist was as good as new. 
But, if she had been another type of person, she 
might have allowed fearful thoughts to creep in. 
In the third instance, my husband made up his 
mind that his friend could feel “old” if he wanted 
to, but he himself would refuse to fall in with 
the old-age belief or develop a “rocking chair’ 
complex. 

Perhaps as you read these words you think of 
times when you were guilty of speaking the wrong 
words or of saying something that did not add to 
the good in a certain situation. Let us not waste 
time and energy by going back in thought or wish- 
ing that we could retract our words. Let us, rather, 
determine to start where we are and make the 
words of our mouths and the meditations of our 
hearts acceptable in God’s sight. 

Let us start our day with an idea, a word, a 
meditation that is positive, uplifting, and inspir- 
ing. If you are a housewife and mother, remcm- 
ber that the members of your household will pat- 
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tern their attitudes after your own. If you are in 
the business world, you will find that your co- 
workers, your employer, or your employees will 
react toward you in the manner in which you in- 
spire them to act because of your attitude, your 
disposition, your words. If you are a teacher or a 
professional person, you know that those who 
look to you for guidance are especially receptive 
to your words, that your words are often their 
“law.” 

Keep your ears open to the words you speak. 
Listen to them. In fact, if for one day we had to 
listen to every word that we spoke, really listen, 
we would surely attempt to govern our thoughts 
before we voiced them. 

I tried it; I listened to myself one day from the 
first words I spoke in the morning until the last 
words I spoke that night. 

Even as I listened to myself I became more 
aware of the tone and the inflection of the words 
themselves. In order to speak in the way I wanted 
to speak, to express the ideas I wanted to express, 
I needed to be certain of the meditations of my 
heart. I found that to pray about the words of my 
mouth was the best way to establish myself in a 
right way of speech. 

God, within us, knows the sincerity of our 
hearts, He knows our true desire, and His wisdom 
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will give us the words to convey our ideas to 
others in ways that will not disturb or distress, in 
ways that will not plant worry or doubt. When 
our words are constructive we find that their re- 
action on us is constructive. If, throughout the day 
we express only positive ideas through good 
words, the end of the day will find us feeling un- 
surpassably content. For, in order to speak help- 
ful words we must first have constructive 
thoughts, and these have an inward influence on 
us as we voice them. 

When I think of man and his word and the im- 
portance of his word, I think of Jesus. The words 
that He spoke led men to follow Him, to leave 
their way of life and to live a better, more fruit- 
ful life. 

The words that He spoke brought a friend back 
to life. The words that He spoke fed the multi- 
tude. The words that He spoke gave a thief new 
hope. They must have been well chosen, helpful, 
love-filled words. We could never think of the 
man Jesus as complaining, bemoaning His fate, 
or gossiping. 

Like Jesus, we can keep ourselves in tune with 
the Father. We can learn to be patient with our- 
selves; we can learn to watch and to listen. As 
we learn to center our thoughts in God, our words 
will be more loving, helpful, constructive. To 
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watch our words does not suggest that we must be 
tight-lipped and disapproving. Quite the opposite! 
We must be persons of understanding, persons 
who love and enjoy others, persons who perceive 
the real, true selves of others. 

As you watch your words you will prove to 
yourself how much of God's goodness is in the 
world about you, in your fellow men—and how 
much of God’s goodness is in you!
